PAUL Weller is the first big name to 
announce he will be performing at a 
three-day music festival to be held in 
Northampton next year. 

Thousands of people are expected to flock 
to ‘Alive at Delapre Park’ in 2013 for the ‘ma 
festival. 

It is hoped the event will attract a number 
of other ‘big name’ artists and will be similar 
to concerts organised by the Forestry Com¬ 
mission in outdoor venues. 

Plans for the festival were revealed by 
Northampton Borough Council earlier this 
year. Delapre Park will be able to hold 6,000 
people per day, but there are no plans to allow 
people to camp overnight in the grounds. 

The event will be held on July 19, 20 and 
21, 2013 and the Guildhall has committed to 
putting on the event for at least three years. 

For more than three decades Paul Weller 
has been at the heart of the English music 
scene. Often known as ‘the Modfather’, his 
changing musical styles have reflected Eng¬ 
lish culture. 

He will launch the Alive at Delapre Park 
events in the historic parkland setting, a key 
heritage site in the heart of Northampton - 
putting it on the map as a music venue. 

David Mackintosh, the Leader of North¬ 
ampton Borough Council, said: “I’m really 
excited that Paul Weller will be the first act at 
Delapre. He’s made a massive contribution to 
music and is a great performer. He’s just the 
right person to launch Alive at Delapre and 
will put this event on the map.” 

Paul Weller plus guests will be performing 
at Delapre Park, London Road, Northampton 
on Friday July 19, 2013. Tickets cost £39 (plus 
booking fee) and go on sale at 9am tomorrow,,

'Expensive dead 
wood' facing 
the chop at 
The Guildhall 


THE leader of Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council has warned that 
some highly-paid senior manag¬ 
ers at the Guildhall could face 
the axe. 

Despite cuts being made to Guild¬ 
hall management over a number 
of years, Councillor David 
Mackintosh has insisted the 
authority is still too “top heavy” 
and warned that some “expen¬ 
sive dead wood” could soon be 
removed. 

He said: “There are still too 
many people on big salaries at 
the Guildhall. And there is no 
room in modern local govern¬ 
ment for people to simply coast 
until they reach the end of their 
careers. 

“We need to provide a first class 
service for the people of North¬ 
ampton.” 

The borough council announced 
last month that it was looking at 
plans to merge back-office serv¬ 
ices - such as HR, legal services 
and revenues and benefits - with 
both the county council and 
other authorities in Cambridge 
and Norwich. 

It is hoped the move will save 
taxpayers in Northampton more 
than £9 million. 

Councillor Mackintosh said: “For 
years, Northampton Borough 
Council and the county council 
have never really co-operated. 

“It seems crazy to me that we’ve 
got two large organisations, both 
with departments such as HR 
and IT on opposite sides of the 
road to each other, and both paid 
for by the taxpayer.”

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Station designs 
to be revealed 


Designs for Northampton's 
new railway station could 
be made public in the New 
Year, a rail users' group has 
heard. 

Officials said the long-awaited 
development of the station were 
now at a “significant stage” and 
revealed a potential developer 
submitted a tender proposal for 
the project last Friday. 

The West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 

(WNDC) is hoping to award a 
contract to a contractor and 
agree the design in January. 

Chris Garden, from the 
WNDC, updated members of the 
Northampton Rail Users’ Group 
at a meeting in The Guildhall on 
Saturday. 

He said: “The process is that 
the contractor has submitted a 
tender. Network Rail then has to 
work through the design. 

“Network Rail is looking to 
formally appoint the contractor 
and therefore agree the design at 
the end of January next year.” 

It is likely the plans would 
then be made public as part of a 
full consultation. 

Plans for the new station are 
likely to feature a number of new 
shops and cafes and there would 
also be new shops next door to 
the station. 



Proposals for the creation of 
the project were first revealed by 
the WNDC in 2004 and an artist’s 
impression of the station was un¬ 
veiled in February this year. 

Chairman of the rail users’ 
group, Brian Binley, who is also 
MP for Northampton South, said 
believed it was vital the station 
fitted in with the heritage of the 
town. 

He said he would push hard for 
the new station to be renamed 


Northampton Castle Station. 

The change of name is likely 
to have an impact with railway 
authorities, who would have to 
reprint timetables. 

Mr Binley said: “We need to go 
back to Network Rail and say this 
is our station. 

“This is Northampton’s sta¬ 
tion and the vast majority of 
people in Northampton want it 
to be called Northampton Castle 
Station.”

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil has announced that Loose 
Women star, Denise Welch, who 
is appearing in the Derngate’s 
panto, Cinderella, will turn on 
the town’s lights on Thursday No¬ 
vember 22. 

A ‘real ice’ ice rink will also 
open on the Market Square on 
Tuesday, November 20. 

The leader of the council, Coun¬ 
cillor David Mackintosh (Con, 
Rectory Farm) said: “Christmas 
in Northampton promises to be a 
real cracker this year.

Redevelopment 
revealed soon 



Officials from Northamp¬ 
ton have insisted new 
plans for the redevelop¬ 
ment of the Grosvenor 
Centre will be revealed in 
the new year. 

Members of the West North¬ 
amptonshire Development Cor¬ 
poration (WNDC) discussed the 
long-delayed project when they 
met in the town this week. 

They heard that it had been 
suggested the future of the 
shopping centre’s expansion de¬ 
pended on whether or not plans 
to build a £50 million retail park 
in Rushden went ahead. 

But members of the WNDC’s 
board argued the Northampton 
scheme would happen no mat¬ 
ter what, claiming Northamp¬ 
ton had much more to offer than 
Rushden. 

Board member, John Weir, 
said: “I think the redevelopment 
of the Grosvenor Centre is the 
final challenge for Northamp¬ 
ton. And I think it will deliver 
a positive outcome, no matter 
what happens with Rushden 
Lakes. We’re going to do what¬ 
ever it takes to deliver it and im¬ 
prove Northampton.” 

The Rushden Lakes scheme 
will include shops, restaurants 
and a hotel. 


In the past, both politicians 
and the Grosvenor Centre’s 
owners, Legal & General, have 
warned the Rushden develop¬ 
ment could harm the prospects 
of the Northampton scheme 
happening because of the threat 
shoppers could be drawn away 
from the town. 

But Mr Weir said the Rushden 
Lakes plan could not compete 
with Northampton’s historic 
town centre. 

He said: “Who would want to 
go to a warehouse stuck out in 
the sticks when we’ve got a won¬ 
derful town centre?” 


Officials from Legal & Gen¬ 
eral are now meeting with both 
the WNDC and Northampton 
Borough Council every other 
week to discuss their develop¬ 
ment proposals. 

Plans to extend the Grosven¬ 
or Centre were first revealed by 
Legal & General, in 2000. 

In June this year, the firm 
announced they had stopped 
work on the latest plans for the 
project. 

They are now putting togeth¬ 
er plans for a new scheme which 
will be more ‘financially viable’.

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Slight fall in jobless numbers 


BUSINESS leaders say they are 
slightly optimistic after another 
fall in official jobless figures for 
Northampton. 

The number of people claim¬ 
ing jobseeker’s allowance (JSA) 
in Northampton went down by 93 
between September and October 
latest figures showed. 

The small reduction contin¬ 
ued the trend from September, 
when claimants fell by 150, and 
officially leaves 5,670 people of 
working age in the town without 


a job. That equates to four per 
cent, which is slightly above the 
national average. 

Keith Turner, chairman of the 
Northampton branch of the Fed¬ 
eration of Small Businesses, said 
he was mildly encouraged: “I 
think most people believe it will 
be like this for a year or more, 
with the figures barely moving. 

“Small businesses think it will 
be a long, slow slog. 

“However, we would be far 
more worried if they were mov¬ 


ing in the other way” 

Young joblessness remained 
disproportionately high. The 
Government figures showed 6.7 
per cent of all eligible young peo¬ 
ple aged 18 to 24 in the town were 
claiming JSA last month. 

But Brian Binley, Northamp¬ 
ton South MP, said: “We are mak¬ 
ing progress on young jobless 
people through the Challenge 
2016 scheme. The main thing is 
the numbers are moving in the 
right direction.”

be demolished 



An exact date for demolition work 
to start on Northampton's disused 
Fishmarket building has been an¬ 
nounced. 

The West Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC) has confirmed 
work to knock down the building in Sheep 
Street will begin on Monday, November 26. 

Once the site has been cleared, a new bus 
station for the town will be built in its place. 

A date for the opening of the new bus sta¬ 
tion has also been set, with the facility due 
to begin operating by January 2014. 

Northampton Borough Council's cabinet 
member for regeneration, Councillor Tim 
Hadland (Con, Old Duston) is also a mem¬ 
ber of the WNDC’s board. He said: “Things 
are really beginning to progress in the town 
centre now and it’s great to see work on 
new buildings finally starting. It shows that 
these aren’t just pipe dreams, they’re things 
that are actually happening.” 

The new bus station will be built ahead 
of the demolition of the current Greyfriars 
bus station. That building will be demol¬ 
ished to make way for an expanded Gros- 
venor Centre. It is hoped Legal & General, 
the centre’s owners, will reveal new plans 
for the expansion in the New Year. 

Meanwhile, the landmark gasometers in 
Northampton town centre are due to be de¬ 
clared non-operational by their owners, Na¬ 
tional Grid, in March 2013. The move would 
pave the way for their demolition, meaning 
the area around St Peter’s Way and Towces- 
ter Road could be redeveloped, subject to 
National Grid approval.

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Temporary village library plan 


A village library in Northampton¬ 
shire should only be housed in a 
temporary building for two years, 
councillors have claimed. 

Northamptonshire County Council’s 
cabinet this week agreed to pull out of 
a PFI deal to provide a public library in 
Wootton. 

Pulling out of the deal 17 years early 


will cost taxpayers £273,000. 

It will also cost a further £65,000 to set 
up a temporary library in the grounds of 
Wootton Community Centre. 

But the council’s cabinet member for 
customer services, Councillor Heather 
Smith (Con, Prebendal), said the tem¬ 
porary library would only operate for a 
short while. 

She said: “We’ve already started discus¬ 


sions with parish councillors and resi¬ 
dents about a new library 

“There are plans under way and I 
would hope that the temporary library 
would not be there for much more than 
two years.” 

It is predicted the council will save an 
estimated £1.5 million by pulling out of 
the PFI contract early

New Beetle is 
a throwback 



DON’T put the polish away when 
you’ve finished on the outside of 
your new Beetle; pick the model test¬ 
ed here and you’ll need it inside too. 

For, choose a Beetle with Design 
level trim and you’ll discover that 
VW is paying homage to the original 
1938 car with a dashboard painted 
the same colour as the bodywork. 
It looks great in a thoroughly retro 
manner (try it on a more ‘modern’ de¬ 
sign and it would look simply cheap), 
but it will soon attract fingerprints 
as you open the glovebox, itself an¬ 
other throwback to the original. 


Retrieving your packet of Polos in¬ 
volves pressing one end of a silvery 
lever and pulling the glovebox flap 
upward and outward. Sounds awk¬ 
ward, but millions of owners of early 
Beetles soon learned the trick. 

The current new Beetle is a thor¬ 
ough revamp of the first retro line 
of 1998 and is bigger all round and 
with a mildly flattened look designed 
to appeal to male drivers, who might 
have needed a face mask to be seen 
in the older model. That one was all 
exaggerated curves and could even 
be had with a dash mounted vase for 


a floral flourish. Most were sold to 
women owners... 

Underneath both cars sat a VW 
Golf, sharing the engines and run¬ 
ning gear with the Beetle and the sig¬ 
nificant reason why the latter could 
be priced well below what you might 
expect. 

Today’s Beetle line starts from 
£15,195. You get a 1.2 litre petrol en¬ 
gine for your money with enough 
performance to make you feel as 
modern as the Fiestas and Corsas 
alongside at the lights. Other engine 
choices are 1.4 and 2.0 litre petrol 


units and a couple of diesels. 

Whichever you choose, you’ll find 
lots of room in the front seats and 
a boot much larger than before. The 
rear seat is made for two but they 
won’t need to be too big if a long 
drive is contemplated. 

There were no complaints about 
the way the test Beetle performed, 
even if its smooth shifting automatic 
gearbox was too eager to move off 
once Drive had been selected. It soon 
taught me to have the handbrake 
firmly on before moving the gear se¬ 
lector. 


No complaints either about the 
economy, with better than 51mpg 
showing on the nicely legible trip 
computer readout at the end of my 
week at the wheel. 

I jumped into the test car after a 
couple of days with the latest VW 
Golf and it did show up the Beetle’s 
suspension as a bit too retro; never 
quite smoothing out the road as I had 
hoped. 

Other than that, it’s a car that 
sacrifices little in the quest to add a 
touch of nostalgia to motoring in the 
21st century.

DEPARTING Saints assistant 
coach Paul Grayson has spo¬ 
ken of his pride at 'being a 
part of the history of one of 
the great clubs' 

It has been announced that Gray¬ 
son is leaving Franklin’s Gardens ‘by 
mutual consent, and with immediate 
effect’, bringing to an end his 19-year 
association with Saints. 

As a player, fly-half Grayson is 
still the club’s all-time leading points 
scorer with 2,784 scored in 259 games, 
and he will also go down in club 
folklore as the man that kicked all 
the club’s points in their 9-8 Euro¬ 
pean Cup Final win over Munster at 
Twickenham in 2000. 

After retiring as a player, he en¬ 
joyed a spell as head coach and then 
as assistant to director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder. 

But his time as a Saints is over, and 
Grayson said: “I have put heart and 
soul into the club over many years, as 
have my wife and children. 

“I enjoyed myself as a player here, 


and over the past few years it has 
been satisfying to have played a part 
in helping the Saints get back to the 
top of the club game. 

“I am proud to have been a part of 
the history of one of the great clubs. 

“I’d like to thank the Barwell fam¬ 
ily for everything they have done for 
me and my family over the years, as 
well as the Saints fans for all their 
support.” 

So what now for Grayson? 

“After 19 years at Franklin’s Gar¬ 
dens I need to prioritise my wife and 
children and make some sacrifices 
for them,” he said. 

“As such, I am happy to step away 
from my role with the club in good 
health and on the right path, and 
look forward to exploring the many 
opportunities that are out there in 
the world of rugby. 

“I look forward to watching the 
Saints progress and wish Jim, Do¬ 
rian, the players and staff every suc¬ 
cess.” 

Saints chairman Leon Barwell said 
that Grayson deserved total respect 


for what he had achieved over the 
past 19 years. 

“Paul has been at Franklin’s Gar¬ 
dens for the best part of two decades, 
which is longer than just about every¬ 
one else at the club,” he said. 

“It’s fair to say that we would not 
have won the Heineken Cup without 
him, and we were proud to see him 
represent the club on the biggest 
stages of all, including successive 
Rugby World Cups and with the Brit¬ 
ish and Irish Lions. He is our record 
point scorer and never let the side 
down. 

“In more recent years he has 
worked with Jim Mallinder and Do¬ 
rian West to get the Saints back to the 
highest levels of English and Euro¬ 
pean rugby. However, this is a profes¬ 
sional sport and tough decisions are 
sometimes taken which we just have 
to get on and make the best of. 

“We are parting amicably and I’m 
sure that everyone associated with 
the Saints wishes Paul and his family 
every success in whatever he chooses 
to do in the future.”

COBBLERS goalkeeper 
Shane Higgs has had 
his contract terminated 
and has left the Sixfields 
club. 

The 35-year-old goal¬ 
keeper has fought his 
way back to fitness af¬ 
ter suffering an Achilles 
injury in January, but 
has found himself behind 
on loan goalkeeper Lee 
Nicholls so far this sea¬ 
son. 

“After long conversa¬ 
tions we decided it was 
in the best interests of 
all parties to terminate 
Shane’s contract,” said

“We wish Shane 
every success for the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Higgs has been frus¬ 
trated this term after 
his recovery from the 
Achilles injury he sus¬ 
tained in training 11 
months ago.

But that has not been 
the case. 

Teenager Nicholls - who

personal reasons, but the 
Latics youngster has per¬ 
formed so well that he has 
kept Higgs on the side¬ 
lines. 

Indeed, Nicholls has 
played in every league 
game for the Cobblers so 
far this season. 

Higgs’ only appearances 
this season have been in 
the Johnstone’s Paint Tro¬ 
phy clash with Colchester 
United, in which he suf¬ 
fered concussion and had 
to be substituted in the 
first half, and the two FA 
Cup matches with Brad¬ 
ford City. 

In all, Higgs made 
just six appearances for 
the Cobblers after he 
signed for the club last De¬ 
cember. 
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
